Carmencita, the danseuse from Spain, is the sensa- 
tion of the hour at Koster and Bial’s, New York. 

The swells and the plebs throng the smoky hall at 
about nine-forty, for that’s the time the great eccen- 
tric dancer comes on and does her turns,and they ap- 
plaud her with kid-gloved palm or horny hand. 

Carmencita doesn’t do the conventional Spanish 
dance of the opera, the concert hall and the variety 
dive. 

Hers isthe genuine dance of rural Spain, the dance

which dark-skinned, black-eyed men and women 
dance on the plains of Saragossa, in the saloons of Bar- 
celona, Seville and Madrid. 

There is no mantilla business about Carmencita; no 
fake castanet and cheap tambourine business about 
her. 

She does it all with her flexible spine, her vibratory 
hips, her graceful arms, her mobile face, her rapid, 
pattering feet. 

Carmencita began dancing when she was a mere kid. 
she told the reporters the other day, and she practises 
regularly one hour a day even now. She likes grapes, 
garlic, pomade, onions, and hates ae, dudes 
and her rivals. 

There’s nothing of the ballerina about Carmencita, 
nothing of artificial effect. 

Carmencita doesn’t wiggle on iron toes. 

There is untamed animal grace about her, wild 
desert blood in her veins, motion like the waves of the 
sea, undulations like the tossing of fuschia bells in 
the winds. 

“If you don’t bay for dat beer, I’ll haf der bolice 
put you owt !” 

My poetic rhapsodies on Carmencita were thus 
rudely interrupted by Pumpernickel, the fat waiter, 
who tapped a very beery individual near me on the 
shoulder, and I shortly after left the smoke-clouded 
place and took in a fresh draught of cool spring night 
air. 

I went up to see Oscar R. Gleason train and tame 
some wild horses the other night. 

Nat Behrens, his energetic manager, received me at 
the entrance of the amphitheatre on upper Broadway. 
and had me shown to a box. 

Gleason is tall, wiry and athletic. He has a fine voice, 
but usesit badly. 

He mounts a horse beautifully and rides him su- 
perbly. 

Gleason will takea wild, vicious, balking, kicking, 
biting horse, and ride or drive him in a very short 
time, amid the explosion of fire crackers, the hiss of 
steam, the rattle of tin, the howl of voices, the caco- 
phonies of brass instruments and the booming of 
cannon. 

Gleason subdues the wildest brutes by word, whip 
and bit. 

In his top boots, Gleason, who evidently has a good 
opinion of himself, looks a born master of horses. 

They seem to know it, for under his iron hand they 
soon become as docile as lambs. 

I advise you to go and see him.

The pursuers ran in every direction, but without suo- 
cess. The fellow managed to escape. 

The police were promptly notified and a number of 
suspicious characters were arrested. Even while a 
search was being made, however, the fellow was at 
work ten blocks further off. In the house No. 182 Frank- 
lyn street, lives the Weber family. The two young 
ladies, Maud and Irene Weber,were also about to retire 
for the night when a similar event took.place. Two 
shots were fired. One went wide of its mark, but the 
other struck so close to Miss Irene Weber that a por- 
tion of her hair was cut away.

TOMMY RATS, 
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POSTMASTER CORNELIUS VAN COTT.

There is no more estimable gentleman in the United 
States than is Postmaster Cornelius Van Cott, of 
New York city. He is popular with everybody 
meets. The genial Postmaster was born in the - 
teenth ward of this city in 1838, received his educa- 
tion in the public schools, and while yet a young man 
became an apprentice in the carriage-trimming trade. 
Always of: a lively and robust nature, Mr. Van 
Cott entered politics when he attained his majori- 
ty, and aldo joined forces with the fire laddies of the 
day, becoming a member of Engine Company 23 of the 
Old Volunteer Department. 

At that time Mr. Van Cott trained under the political 
leadership of such men as Gov. Morgan, Simeon 
Draper, Thomes Acton and others, and was a favorite 
of Thurlow Weed. At the desire of his friends he ac- 
cepted an inspectorship under Collector Draper, and 
afterward held the contract for repairing mail bags 
and pouches, gaining the encomium from the depart- 
ment that he was the only contracter that had ever 
honestly fulfilled his contract. Soon after Mayor 
Havemyer took the reins of local government, Mr. 
Van Cott was appointed Fire Commissioner, and 
Mayor Cooper afterward reappointed him. Later on, 
Mr. Van Cott engaged in the insurance business, and 
remained in that business up to the time of his ap- 
pointme’ Postmaster. 








As P. ter he has demonstrated marked ability 
as an executive officer, and his wide experience in 


| business and public affairs has been of invaluable aid 


to him in mastering the numberless details of postal 
business in thefargest and most important Post Office 
in this country. oe 

In the interim in 1887 he was elected Senator in a 
Democratic district which proved his popularity with 
the masses. In that capacity Mr. Van Cott remem- 
bered his old friends, the firemen, and also the police, 
and engineered many bills in their favor. At one time 
Mr. Van Cott was treasurer, and afterwards president 
of the Board of Fire Commissioners, and in these ca- 
pacities his carriage-trimming trade stood him in hand, 
and it was he who introduced the new system of ‘‘ten- 
ders” in the Fire Department. Mr. Van Cott has re- 
cently connected himself with the New York Brother- 
hood Baseball Association, and he is a great favorite 
with the “boys.” 

He has also been prominently mentioned as the 
Republican candidate for Governor, and would, no 





doubt, from his immense popularity, be elected.

SUPPOSED TO BE EYRAUD, 


The Paris Strangler, Who Killed 
Marshal Gouffe. 





IS HE REALLY THE MURDERER? 





A tall, thick-set man, a strangerin the village strolled 
into a saloon owned by Thomas Cremin in Richmond 
avenue, Port Richmond, 8S. I.. about nine o’clock one 
morning recently. He had the appearance of a well-to- 
do German. He worea dark blue overcoat of heavy 
stuff, with such evidences of wearas a winter’s use 
would give. His coat was of dark cassimere, with 
trousers of a similar material, and he wore a soft felt 
hat, with the brim rather long at back and front and 
rolling up at the sides. He was dark, but his locks 
were sprinkled sparsely with gray. He wore a dark 
mustache also slightly touched with gray. 

Mrs. Margaret Cremin, the mother of the saloon- 
keeper, was behind the bar. The stranger bade her 
good morning and asked for a glassof soda. After

drinking he stood chatting for a few minutes, in the 
course of which he remarked that he had just come 
over to the island on the Bergen Point ferry. He 
asked the nearest way to the Port Richmond station of 
the rapid transit railroad, and Mrs. Cremin directed 
him. 

He sat down ata table near the bar. and was sitting 
there talking with Mrs. Cremin, when Butcher Eugene 
Devlin, who serves her with meat, dropped in. He 
called for a drink and invited the stranger to join him. 
The stranger took another glass of soda. 


Shortly after Butcher Devlin left the saloon the - 


stranger also departed. Mrs. Cremin, who had stepped 
to the door, remarked that he went up the street in a 
direction opposite to that of the railway station, about 
which he had inquired. 

Halfan hour or so later the stranger entered Thomp- 
son’s saloon in Graniteville, as the little settlement 
just north of and practically adjoining Port Richmond 
iscalled. Barkeeper William Gill was in charge, and 
served him with a glass of rye whiskey. The stranger 
diluted the liquor with water, and talked with Bar- 
keeper Gill while he sipped it. He told Gill he had come 
from Jersey City.and asked him the same question 
about the railway station that ho had asked Mrs. 
Cremin. 

He also asked how much a saloon license cost on 
Staten Island and expressed the opinion that $250 per 
annum charged in Jersey City was excessive. When 
he left the saloon he started off, Barkeeper Gill says, 
toward the north instead of going to the railway sta- 
tion. 

Perhaps twenty minutes later the stranger again 
visited Thompson's saloon. He had another glass of 
rye whiskey and just before leaving bought a ten cent 
cigar. He had offered a fifty cent piece in payment for

the first drink, and paid for the second out of another 
fifty cent piece. 

How he passed his time after leaving Thompson's 
saloon the second time, about 11 a.m., until 5 o’clock 
in the afternoon does not appear, but at the latter 
hour he was in Mulvaney’s saloon on the road leading 
north from Graniteville to Willew Brook farm. He 
remained there until about balf-past five o’clock. He 
was not under the influence of liquor. 











Ten minutes later he was seen walking down the 
Willow Brook road by Thomas Madigan and Baker 
Hess, who stood at the roadside talking. Madigan re- 
marked to Hess that the stranger, who was holding 
his head down as he passed them, looked as if he was 
cold, 

Baker Hess started for the village and Madigan went 
to hishome near by. After remaining in the house a 
moment or two hecame out and saw the stranger lying 
at the side of the road a few rods north. At first Madi- 
gan thought the man had laid down torest. He walked 
past him and noticed blood on his face and a revolver 
by his side. 

Madigan hurried to Charles Dryer’s little grocery, 
ata short distance up the road, and called Michael

Hardung, Dryer’s hired man, and John McCue, who 
wasin the shop, and the three returned tothe pros- 
trate stranger. They could see no wound, but his face 
was covered with blood. 

He lay flat on his back, with his arms stretched out 
atright angles. The revolver was withinan inch or 
two of hisright hand. Clutched in his left hand wasa 
chamois cover for the revolver, which was a “Marquis 
of Lorne,” of 32-calibre and five chambers. One car- 
tridge was empty. 

Madigan, Hardung and McCue tried to rouse the 
man, but he was dead. Then Madigan hurried off to 
Port Richmond and notified the police, who in turn 
notified Coroner J. Walter Wood. Dr. Wood ordered 
the body removed to Undertaker Silvie’s shop. 

Dr. Wood's post-mortem examination showed that 
the man had shot himself through the mouth, the 
bullet passing upward to the left. 

Nothing was found on the man except thirty-one 
cents, a cheap watch chain and part of a copy of the 
Jersey City Argus. The paper had been torn across 
twice diagonally, the heading and the lower half being 
gone, 

On one side of the mutilated sheet was a comic pic- 
ture ofa printer's devil with his mouth stretched wide 
inalaugh. Dr. Wood conceived the idea that this pic- 
ture might have suggested to the man the firing of the 
bullet into his mouth. 

The description of the man tallied with that of 
Michael Eyraud, better known as the ‘Paris Strang: 
ler,” who, several months ago, killed Deputy Marshal 
Gouffe, of the Lively City. The fact of the likeness

between the two men was brought to the notice of 
the authorities by Madigan, who had seen Eyraud's 
photograph. 

Michael Eyraud was a clever Parisian rascal, who, 
in addition to his trickiness, .was somewhat soft- 
hearted. His mistress was Gabrielle Bompard, a 
mymph du pave. In the early part of January last 
Eyraud murdered Gouffe, presumably for the purpose 
of gain; he prevailed upon Gabrielle to ‘‘mash” 
Gouffe. She did so, and inveigled him to her apart- 
ments on the Rue Tronsan-Ducordray. It was the old- 
time badger gaine, worked in a new way. 

Eyraud had prepared for Gouffe’s coming by arrang- 
ing a private hanging seance forhim. He had a noose 
fixed from pulleys in the ceiling, which he was to slip 
over Gouffe’s head while he was making love to Gabri- 
elle. The paraphernalia refused to work, and Eyraud 
strangled his victim. Eyraud and Gabrielle placed 
the body in a trunk, dispatched it to an inland town, 
and then made their way to this country. They went 
to San Francisco, where Eyraud, becoming tired of 
Gabrielle, beat her, and she left him, returned to 
Paris, told the whole story and was locked up. 

The French authorities at once dispatched officers to 
New York and they endeavored to find ‘‘the Strangler.” 
They communivated with Inspector Byrnes, who gave 
them, as is usually the case with the famed Vidocq,.all 
the assistance in his power. The French detectives 
finally became convinced that ‘‘the Strangler” had 
gone to South America and they returned home. 

Nothing more was heard of the case until the man 
was found dead on Staten Island. It was known that 
Eyraud had stopped at several New York hotels under 
the name of C. Venland, and his portrait had appeared 
in several papers. There is some doubt about the 
man being Eyraud

dergast’s sporting resort at Clifton, Staten Island, and Ponder- 
gast has been McCoy’s principal adviser. McCoy has trained 
diligently since he went into his training quarters. His princi- 
pal routine has been skipping the rope, fighting the bag, walk- 
ing, running and dumbbell exercise, McCoy has a big following, 
who are backing him, and they expect he will win. 

The referee is to be selected at the ring side, and both Warren 
Lewis, whois McCoy’s backer, and Billy Reid, will be careful 
who they select, and there is not the least doubt but that there 
will be. quite a& controversy over the selection of that official. 
According to the articles of agreement the pugilists are to con- 
tend ten 8-minnte rounds, according to “Police Gazette” rulés.

CARROLL WHIPS SMITH. 


The fistic encounter between Jimmy Carroll of Brooklyn, N.Y . 
the middle-welght, and Billy Smith, the middle-welght champion 
of Australia, for a purse of $1,500 offered by the California Ath- 
letic Club, was decided in the club's gymnasinin on April 22. 

Hiram Cook was the referee. About 2,500 members of the club 
were present and there was heavy betting, the Australian being 
the favorite at $100 to $70. Carroll had many admirers, and they 
readily accepted the odds offered. 

The men were both tn first-class condition. Carroll weigha) 
171 pounds, while the Australian tipped the beam at 161 pounds, 
Carrol! was seconded by Joe Ellingsworth of New York and 
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PETE M’COY. 


Reddy Gallagher of Cleveland, Ohio, looked after Smith. The 
men fought with 4-ounce gloves, accordirg to ‘Police Gazette” 
rules, ¢ minute rounds, three minutes fighting and one minute 
rest. In tossing for choice of gloves Ellingsworth won tor Car- 
roll. After the usual preliminaries, the seconds and principals 
went through the tisual formalities and then the gong sounded 
for the battle to begin. 

RounD 1—The pugilists advanced, shook hands, and the battle 
began. Carroll looked bigger than his o; ponent, but the Aus- 
traliau- had the crt and the appearance of a sturdy pugilist. The 
fighting began with both wen leading and countering. Carroll 
had thie-best of it and brought the claret from Smith. 

Rounp 2—Carroll landed right and left on the face twice. He 
then .went.in for the stomach. Smith lands his right on the 
ribs. ‘Carrol got in an upper-cut on the Jaw. Carroll's right 
rests on Smith’s-head.: Smith landed a stomach blow twice, and 
turned Carrol] around and hit him on the head. Both fighting 
for body, and Carroll lands his left heavy on the face. Both be- 
gan showering blows on the stomach, and Smith cruss-counters 
Cartoll on the face heavily. Carroll lands heavy on the head, 
nearly knocking Smith down. Carroll winded, Smith the ag- 
gressor. 

RounpD 3—Both led short several times. Smith lands right and 
upper swings on the face. Carroll upper-cuts, and then beth 
land heavily on the atormach Smith again upper euts Carroll 
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Carroll Jabs Smith hard on the nose, receiving a heavy upper- 
cutin the face. Give and take to the end, and proving @ hard 
infighting and hard slugging battle. i 

KouND 4—Smith continues the aggressor and Carroll lands 
right and left on his face and head, and Smith upper-cuts him 
twice, followed by heavy short arm work. Smith lands left 
heavily on Carroll’s stomach. Carroll visibly weak. Smith 
cross-counters on face and Carroll jabs his opponent In the face. 
Smith lands his right on Carroll's ribs twice and is tullowed by 
three awful upper cuts. Both'now slugging furiously. 

RounpD 5—Carroll lands his right on Smith's stomach and then 
plants right and left on the jaw, followed by a right on the 
stomach. Smith lands the right on the ribs, left on head, and 
plants a heavy right on Carroli’s ribs. Smith then lands a 
heavy upper-cut and Carroll walks away, Smith chasing him. 
Smith swings his right on the body, and both land with the right 
as gong sounds. 

Rounp 7—Jimmy lands right and left on Smith’s face, and left 
on his stomach, followed by ajab in the month, Smith getting 
his left on Carroll's stomach twice. A very game fight. and bozh 
men’s hearts right. 

Rounp 8.—Both men land right and left. Smith landsa heavy 


right on the ribs twice and Carroll a left driver on the face, — 


Both get in heavy rights on face. Smith's blows are commené: 
ing to tell. He puts right In Carroll's face. Carroll’s left fests 
on the stomach, his right on the neck, and then he lands his left 
on the wind twice. Smith upper-cuts Carroll. Clinch at call of 
time. Fighting has never waned from the start. 

ROUND 9—Carroll lands a hot one on the nose and a right 
swing onthe face. Smith kends heavy npper-cut on face. In a 
rally Smith upper-cut Carroll twice and then placed a right on 
the ribs. Smith again lands heavy npper-cut on throat. Both 
land right on neck, now driving right and left. 

RounpD 10—Carroll lands left twice on the body. Both get right 
in on the body, and Smith drives two blows on the face, Car- 
roll cross-counters Sinith on nose, Both covered with blood. 

ROUND 11—Repeated swings and drives, all without effect. 
Both land upper-cuts on the body with right. Jim Jands his left 
on the stomach. Smith upper-cuts Carroll. 

In the next round Smith swings his right hard on the 
jaw and then on the body. Smith upper-cuts Jim heavy 
on the face. Jim lands two light ones on the face at the end 
of the round. 

In 18th and 14th ronnd both drove, short-arm blows withont 
effect. Carroll swings two good rights on Smitn' s head. Jim 
‘abs Smith repeatedly on the face, followed by a right-hand 
swing on the jaw, Smith falling forward on his face, fairly- 
knocked out.

A Jockey can be too far out of his ground, make a 
wide turn coming into the homéstretch or on the backstretch 
turns, court a collision in the stretch, or drop his weights. Any 
one such occurrence may, of course, happen to him against his 
will, when he really desires to win. It is high art to obtain

During this time he was to knockout or best all 
comers, which task he successfully performed. Going to Balt- 
more he defeated Jim O'Day, Denny Shar and Dick Roberts. In 
New York he deteated Tommy Chandler of Boston, Dooney 
Harris, Tom Henry of Manchester, England. and Jimmie Mur- 
phy. He then went to Chicago and defeated Jimmy Conley of 
Boston in five rounds.
